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RedEye deconstructs CTA’s hot new thang

The new CTA rail cars by most accounts provide a smoother ride 
than the current cars, but they’ve had their share of bumps. 

The lo prototype 5000 -series cars, which began testing last year 
and finished first-round testing on each line last month, have some 
riders steamed. 

While most seem to be on board with the cars’ new electronic signs, smooth 
propulsion system and security cameras, some riders have railed against the cars’ 
aisle-facing seats, which are similar to the trains in Newark and require riders 
to sit side by side and face the extremities of riders standing in the aisle. 

“%u have people standing in front of you, so you get to look at their butts 
or crotches, depending on how they stand,” Dave Kalsch, 54, of Jefferson Park, 
wrote to RedEye. “I sure hope they send these new cars back to New Tbrk or 
wherever they came from.” 

Having traveled all eight CTA routes, the new cars returned to the Red Line 
in mid-February to begin their second round of testing. 

CTA President Rich Rodriguez said the agency still is evaluating the cars, in- 
cluding testing them through each season to see if any problems arise. In May 
the cars were pulled because of glitches in the braking system. They came back 
on track in July after modifications were made to the brakes. 

Shipments of additional cars are expected to begin over the next couple of 
years, which means if you haven’t seen them yet, you might soon on an “E’ line 
near you. Nearly 400 cars are on order, to the tune of more than $600 million. 

The cars are expected to replace the oldest cars of the CTA’s fleet, including 
those on the Blue Line, which feature folding doors that aren’t accessible for 
people with disabilities. tswartz@tribune.coivi

Gov Quinn is expected to sign historic legislation 
Wednesday abolishing the death penalty in Illinois, 
according to the House sponsor and sources famil- 
iar with the governor’s plans. 

The Democratic governor on Tuesday quietly 
invited death penalty opponents to a private bill- 
signing ceremony scheduled for late Wednesday 
morning in his Springfield office. Quinn’s office 
confirmed that the governor has an event at the 
Capitol on Wednesday to announce his decision on 
the death penalty measure. 

“They point-blank told me they were signing 
the bill {Wednesday},” sponsoring Rep. Karen Yar- 
brough told the Tribune. 

Quinn has until March i8 to sign or veto the legis- 


lation or it automatically becomes law He was poised 
to deal with it late last week but decided to continue 
listening to both sides of the issue. On Monday 
Quinn told reporters he planned to act this week. 

If the governor signs the ban, he will end a capi- 
tal punishment system beset by flaws and brought 
down by evidence that freed wrongfully convicted 
men who spent years on death row 

The ban would come about ii years after then- 
Gov George Ryan declared a moratorium on execu- 
tions after 13 condemned inmates were cleared since 
Illinois reinstated capital punishment in 1977. Ryan, 
a Republican, cited a Tribune investigative series 
that examined each of the state’s nearly 300 capital 
cases and exposed how bias, error and incompe- 
tence undermined many of them. 


WHAFSNEXT? 

If signed, the death 
penalty ban would 
takeeffect July1. 
There are 15 people on 
death row in Illinois, 
but they are not di- 
rectly affected by the 
legislation. Gov. Quinn 
could decide to take 
more time to decide 
their fates and keep 
the moratorium on ex- 
ecutions in place. He 
also could opt to com- 
mute their sentences 
to life in prison.

Blagojevich told Oliver he didn’t know where 
Wisconsin’s senators were hiding and wouldn’t 
sell the information even if he had it, despite Oli- 
ver’s contention that the information would be, 
well, “{bleeping} golden.” 

Blagojevich made it clear that he supports Wis- 
consin’s missing senators, telling Oliver, “These 
lawmakers standing up for working people, and 
the fundamental rights of working people to bar- 
gain collectively with their employers— that is 
{bleeping} golden.”

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So long, swans 

Want to ride the paddle boats at Lincoln Park Zoo? You’ll have to wait

The Lincoln Park Zoo’s swan paddle boats will be sidelined this summer-and maybe longer- 
to let the newly restored South Pond stabilize, zoo officials said, tribune file

Birds, plants and fish will be the main attrac- 
tions this summer at the Lincoln Park Zoo’s 
recently restored South Pond. But as has been 
anticipated, the swan paddle boats won’t be 
back. 

The vessels were plucked from the water in 
2008, when a $12 million restoration project 
on the pond began. The pond reopened in 
June, but the new vegetation still needs sever- 
al years to stabilize, zoo spokeswoman Sharon 
Dewar said Tuesday 

“It’s all brand new,” she said. “There will be 
no boats on it this year and possibly the next 
couple of years while the natural plant com- 
munities take hold.” 

The restoration project was undertaken 
in an effort to make the pond— which had 
become a dumping ground for garbage and 
unwanted pets— cleaner and more inviting to 
wildlife and people. 

The pond’s concrete edge was replaced with 
prairie vegetation, and a half-mile boardwalk 
circles the water, which has been stocked with 
bluegill, largemouth bass and painted turtles. 

A colony of endangered herons that has 
been returning to the site every year appears 
to be growing, Dewar said. 


Zoo officials have not decided if the paddle 
boats will ever be put back. Other options in- 
clude pontoon boats that would be manned 
by a naturalist guide to talk to passengers 
about the plant and animal communities liv- 


ing in the pond. 

The zoo still will host a variety of activi- 
ties at the pond this summer, such as a family 
overnight program and yoga and horticulture 
classes.

offers business benefit filmmaker— to convict

If soaring gasoline prices don’t spur more Chicago-area business- 
people to participate in a program that lets their employees cut 
commuting costs when riding buses and trains, a new incentive will 
be offered in Cook County starting Wednesday 

Companies in the county will be eligible to receive up to $1,700 if 
they sign up to give their workers the option to pay transit fares using 
pre-tax income, which lowers the amount of their taxable income 
by hundreds of doUars per year, depending on their tax bracket. The 
program, in turn, also reduces companies’ payroU taxes. 

Fares on the CTA, Metra, Pace, South Shore Line and some Am- 
trak routes are eligible for the pre-tax purchase, officials said. 

A total of $250,000 in federal stimulus funds has been made 
available to employers in Cook County on a first-come, first-served 
basis through the Transit Ridership Improvement Program, offi- 
cials said.

Workers can save up to 40 percent on their commuting costs by 
buying transit fares before taxes, according to the American Public 
Transportation Association.

Marshal dies after shootout 


ST. LOUIS Two U.S. marshals and a police 
officer were shot Tuesday while trying to 
serve an arrest warrant in St. Louis, authorities 
said. One of the marshals, John Perry died, as 
did the suspected shooter. 

Perry 48, had been a U.S. marshal for nearly 
10 years. 

The second marshal was shot in the ankle 
and listed in fair condition after surgery, ac- 
cording to area police. Federal officials identi- 
fied him as 31-year-old Theodore Abegg. 

The police officer was taken to a hospital 


and treated for a “graze wound to the face and 
neck” before being released, St. Louis police 
said. A police spokeswoman previously had 
said his injuries stemmed from a fall, not the 
shooting. 

Authorities identified the alleged gunman as 
Carlos Boles, 35. 

Police and U.S. marshals went to his resi- 
dence early Tuesday to take Boles into custody, 
they said. TTe began shooting and officers re- 
turned fire, killing the suspect, they added. 

Four U.S. marshals have been shot while 


serving arrest warrants this year. One marshal 
was killed in West Virginia in February while 
another was injured in Florida in January 
“Our people and our partners are well 
trained and prepared, but it is impossible to 
predict when a wanted individual will make a 
fateful choice that results in the loss of life or 
injury,” U.S. Marshals Service Director Stacia 
TTylton said in a statement. “When that hap- 
pens, and the life lost is a law enforcement of- 
ficer or other public servant, it is an immeasur- 
able tragedy felt by all.” 


PORTLAND, Ore. This time it 
was the intruder who called 91 1. 

A man who broke into a house 
in Portland, Ore., called police — 
afraid the homeowner may have 
a gun. 

The suspect, Timothy James Cha- 
pek, was in the bathroom taking a 
shower when the homeowner re- 
turned Monday night, Portland po- 
lice said in a statement. 

Accompanied by two German 
shepherds, the homeowner, TTilary 
MacKenzie, asked Chapek what he 
was doing in the house. 

Chapek, apparently fearful of a 
violent confrontation, called 91 1. 

“I just broke into a house, and 
the owners came home,” he franti- 
cally told the emergency operator. “I 
think they have guns.” 

With the sound of her dogs bark- 
ing in the background, MacKenzie 
can be heard demanding to know 
who is in her shower, and Chapek 
shouts his name through the door. 

Having just returned from the 
grocery store, MacKenzie then re- 
treated to the front porch to place 
her own 911 call. In the ensuing con- 
versation, she complained of being 
cold and suggested she might run 
back in to retrieve her coat, but the 
dispatcher told her to stay put and 
wait for police. 

Police with dogs took Chapek, 
24, into custody He was booked for 
criminal trespass.

Barring improbable run. Northwestern playing for NIT bid 


Minnesota’s loss to Penn State on Sunday left 
Northwestern with the eighth seed in the Big 
Ten tournament. Here’s a six-pack of items to get 
you prepared for NU’s first game: 

Rematch: A week after outscoring Minnesota 
29-8 in the game’s final 14 minutes, the Wildcats 
face the Golden Gophers again Thursday with 
the winner being fed to top-seeded Ohio State. 
“I don’t think it’s really that challenging for ei- 
ther of us,” NU coach Bill Carmody said. “The 
scouting report doesn’t change.” 

Struggling: Minnesota (17-13) has lost nine of 
its last 10 and has gone 2-9 since point guard A 1 
Nolen broke a bone in his right foot. 

High hopes: Northwestern (17-12) would make 
the NCAA tournament only if it swept four 
games in Indianapolis. Said Juice Thompson: 
“We’re going there to win it all. We’re excited 


about the opportunity” The Wildcats currently 
are projected as a No. 6 or No. 7 seed in the 32- 
team NIT, so beating Minnesota might help land 
a home game. 

House of pain: JerShon Cobb (hip/back) is 
doubtful for Thursday’s game, and John Shurna’s 
left ankle won’t be fully healed until after the sea- 
son. “It’s getting better,” he said. “{But} I’m still 
in the {walking] boot.” 

Iffy in Indy: NU is 5-13 all-time in the Big Ten 
tournament, including 2-7 in Indianapolis. In 
their past eight games at Conseco Fieldhouse, 
the Wildcats have not shot better than 43.6 per- 
cent from the field. 

Center of attention: Backup center Davide 
Curie tti has 30 points and 10 rebounds over his 
past two games— after totaling zero points and 
three rebounds in his three before that.

Cabaret gets a 
little twisted on 
EP from Ami Saraiya 
and the Outcome 

Vocalist/guitarist/accordionist 
Ami Saraiya ventures to some 
dark places on her latest EE In 
just three songs, the Logan Square 
resident portrays a circus per- 
former tempting death (“Hanging 
by aThread”), sings of stone-cold 
corpses and red-hot fires 
(“Purging Purging”), and on 
“Cattle Prod Hands,” turns 
out a bit of nightmarish 
surrealism that sounds like it 
could have leapt from the brain of 
filmmaker David Lynch. 

Recorded with her band The 
Outcome, the self-titled disc’s 
songs, which flirt with cabaret, 
klezmer and gypsy folk, act as a 
teaser for the full-length album 
Saraiya, 37, hopes to release this fall. Reached at home, 
the singer discussed her ability to keep a secret and 
the inspiration behind her twisted turn since 2009’s 
comparatively stable ‘Archaeologist.”

‘Glee’ original songs 

“Loser Like Me” and “Get It 
Right” from “Glee, the Music: 

Volume 5” (released Tuesday) 

Obviously, the first two origi- 
nal songs from the mega- 
popular Fox musical soap 
opera “Glee” (to be seen on 
the March 15 episode) have 
catchy, memorable hooks and big singing from star Lea Michele. What they don’t have is 
sincerity, or the feeling that anyone singing these heavily, heavily overproduced tunes con- 
nects with what’s being sung. (This frequently is a problem on the show, which presents 
studio recordings as if they’re live, spontaneous jam sessions.) 

“Loser Like Me,” a group performance headlined by Michele and Cory Monteith, is radio- 
friendly pop, focus-grouped for the masses, masquerading as a self-empowerment anthem 
for outcasts. Needless to say, the family-friendly subject matter centers superficially on cur- 
rent frustration and promises of future success, but isn’t any easier to take seriously during 
a bridge that sounds like a pack of cheerleaders (usually the stereotypical symbol of popu- 
larity) brushing off being called a loser because “I can only be who I are.” So not only are we 
sending kids a mixed message, we’re not even teaching them proper grammar. 

“Get It Right,” a solo ballad for Michele, reiterates her Broadway-honed star power but 
finds her wondering, “What can you do when your good isn’t good enough?” without ac- 
cessing the hopelessness of feeling that way. In the “Glee” universe, jocks and geeks are 
best friends, and wounds are just chirpiness waiting to be coaxed into the light. That gives 
the show its bubbly tone, but these songs are professionally made cotton candy whose 
sugar just feels sticky, -matt pais

‘Real World’ 25 
returns to Vegas

Nineteen years ago, TV producers Jonathan 
Murray and Mary-Ellis Bunim put seven or- 
dinary 20 -somethings from different back- 
grounds into a house and launched the phe- 
nomenon known as reality TV 

On Wednesday “The Real World” embarks 
on its 25th season on MTV with much the 
same format, but a new set of young men and 
women living together under one roof in Las 
Vegas. But it faces the same dilemma people 
do as they age: becoming old-fashioned. 

“I had no imagination in 1992 that ‘The 
Real World’ would last this long. When we 
first sold the idea to MTV, it was a great ex- 
periment. It was a unique idea,” Murray said. 
“It has been able to stay fresh because it is al- 
ways reflecting where young people are, and 
what is important to them at the time.” 

In its early years, “The Real World” pushed 
boundaries and drew attention as the stories 
of the young roommates revealed the atti- 
tudes of a new generation toward race, AIDS, 
immigration and abortion, among numerous 
cultural touchstones. 

It showed that regular people, without a 
script, could be as compelling to watch as ac- 
tors or celebrities, and it paved the way for a 
plethora of relatively cheap-to-make compe- 
tition shows, quasi documentaries and series 
about the lives of “housewives,” socialities or 
couples with multiple children. 


When Andy Dehnart launched his reality 
blurred.com website lo years ago, he was able 
to keep track of about seven reality shows. 
Now some cable networks have built their 
entire economic structure around reality pro- 
gramming. 

According to a recent survey by Kansas 
City Star TV critic Aaron Barnhart, nearly 
600 reality shows aired in 2010 alone. 

Although reality TV often is much-ma- 
ligned, the genre has become a permanent fix- 
ture. “I think reality TV has developed into a 
mature genre that has a wide range, from total 
trash to incredible art,” Dehnart said. 

Where “The Real World” now fits into that 
range depends on whom you ask. The 2010 
season averaged i.8 million viewers and was 
the eighth-most popular of MTV’s 30 series, 
MTV said. 

Some TV critics say “The Real World” has 
become increasingly superficial and a show- 
case for bad behavior. 

“The show ends up being, ‘let’s get into the 
house, let’s get completely drunk, let’s hook 
up with each other, let’s get into fights,”’ said 
Dehnart, a former fan. 

Murray hopes there still are many years 
ahead for “The Real World.” 

“It is a wonderful show to be able to make,” 
he said. “It is a unique time in a young per- 
son’s life. As long as the audience continues to 
watch it, I love making it.”

Black Thor’ actor blasts 
race debate over casting 


Hollywood Reporter 

When Kenneth Branagh cast Idris Elba as 
Heimdall in the upcoming movie “Thor,” 
some fanboys furiously insisted it was wrong 
for a black man to play a Nordic god often de- 
scribed as “the whitest of the gods.” 

“This PC crap has gone too far! Norse dei- 
ties are not of an African ethnicity” fumed 
one fan in an online forum. “It’s the principle 
of the matter. It’s about respecting the integ- 
rity of the source material, both comics and 
Norse mythologies.” 

Wrote another on theescapist.com: ‘At 
the risk of sounding like a bigot, I think this 
is nuts! ... I wouldn’t expect to see many Brad 
Pitt types walking around in the {first main- 
stream black superhero] Black Panther’s 
Wakanda Palace!” 

Replied another: “It’s their right to be hon- 
est, I still refuse to watch the whitewashed 
Prince of Persia. Not that I’m racist, I ... hate 


racists, it’s just Hollywood {messing} with the 
natural order of things.” 

Elba, the London-born actor who starred 
as Stringer Bell in HBO’s “The Wire,” has no 
patience for the debate. 

“It’s so ridiculous,” he said during a recent 
appearance at Rutgers University in New- 
ark, N.J. 

“We have a man {Thor} who has a flying 
hammer and wears horns on his head. And yet 
me being an actor of African descent playing a 
Norse god is unbelievable? 

“Cleopatra was played by Elizabeth Tay- 
lor, and Gandhi was played by Ben Kingsley” 
(Note: Kingsley’s father was of Indian de- 
scent.) 

Beyond that artistic defense, though, there 
is an even more basic reason black actors wel- 
come colorblind casting: There is a ceiling on 
the amount of business black-themed movies 
can achieve, so the opportunities for black 



actors and actresses remain limited unless 
they also can claim parts in mainstream en- 
tertainment. 

In the past decade, black actors have been 
losing ground. In the early 2000s, blacks 
played 15 percent of roles in film and TV To- 
day, it has fallen to 13 percent, according to 
Screen Actors Guild stats.
